A Movein«nt Affalnst liocteriea. 
New York, August 27.—A new 
movement is beginning against lot- 
teries. A petition to Gov. Cornell, 
Mayor Cooper, 
District 
Attorney 
Phelps and other officers, asking them 
to use all their powers to suppress lot- 
tery traffic in this city, has already 
received several thousand signatures. 
Several gentlemen voluntarily carried 
the petition around, and have ob- 
tained influential names. 
In many 
instances 
presidents of 
insurance 
companies and banks have personally 
secured signatures of every respectable 
tenant in the same building as well aa 
their 
employes. 
The 
prominence 
given by pending lawsuits and daily 
advertisements to the business has 
caused 
this 
general 
movement 
for its suppression. At the prin- 
cipal offices of the Louisiana lottery 
police officers have been employed on 
busy days to keep purchasers of tick- 
eta "in line" as they approach the 
desks. Police captains make no effort 
to suppress the sale of tickets, and 
pretend to know nothing of a viola- 
tion of the law. One of the police 
commissioners, it is said, has prepared, 
and .will submit to the board as soon 
as possible, a resolution transferring 
five of the captains of six precincta 
in which lottery and policy slips are 
most extensively sold to up town re- 
gions, where their negligence of duty 
will not be damaging to 'public inter- 
ests. The captains taking thè places 
of the transferred ones will also be 
admonished that failure to close lot- 
tery offices will be followed by pre- 
ferment of charges against them. The 
police made a number of arrests to- 
day. 


Adelaide Nelison'a Beatb. 


London, August 27.—The Times of 
Yesterday prints the following com- 
munication from Dr. Johnson, the 
physician who attended the late Miss 
Neilson, on the character of the sick- 
ness of which she died: "Miss Neil- 
son suffered with dyspepsia, combined 
with neuralgia of the stomach. 
The 
disease was fantastic in coming' and 
going, depending apparently on mor- 
al causes equally with errors of diet. 
Any undue excitement or mental de- 
pression waa favorable to the attacks. 
During the final attack of gastralgia 
she might have been temporarily re- 
lieved by morphine, had it been ad- 
ministered in time. During the vio 
lent recurrence of pain she fell into a 
ytate of syncope and died while in 
that condition. 


The post mortem examination dis- 
closed the extraordinary and rare fact 
that, in the wrjthings incidents to 
the disease she had ruptured a vari- 
cose vein in the left fallopian tube, 
and died from internal hemorrhage.

The Credit Mobilier and the DeGol- 
yer paving contracts were not ^ the 
only jobs in which Garfield figured. 
While he generally covered hia trhcks 
with considerable skill, the fact that 
he seemed to be on intimate terms 
with lobbyists and jobbers aroused the 
suspicion of honest men against him. 
Mr. Garfield's connection with Pacific 
Mail was very suspicious. He was 
chairman of ,the committee on appro- 
priations in 1874, a position which he 
occupied when hia infiuence in behalf 
of the DeGolyer pavement was pur- 
chased. The Pacific Mail Steamship 
Company had obtained a conditional 
subsidy of half a million dollars. The 
New York TVtÒMWi?, early in December, 
1874, explained the situation in this 
language : 


A HALF MILLION ÖTEAL. 


The first of the jobs makes its ap- 
pearance at the Capitol early, and, 
we regret to say, in one of Gen. Gar- 
field's surprisingly prompt appropria- 
tion bills.

The Pacific Mail was in the enjoy- 
ment of a subsidy of $500,000 per an- 
num. Mr. Stockwell, one of its nu- 
merous retiring Pre&idents, succeeded 
in gettinga Jaw authorizing $500,000 
more, pn condition that enough new 
first-class iron steamers should be 
placed on the line to tfo the mail ser- 
vice by the Ist of October, 1873. 
The company failed to get them on by 
that time, has not yet got them on, 
and has only two of them, the Tokio 
and City of Pekj-hg> even built. 
The 
Postmaster-General reported this fail- 
ure to Congress in De(}ember> 1873. 
Congress &reupon jnade »o appro- 
priai icm for tlie subsidy, and the bill 
it^f only escaped defeat because of 
tiie view,, generally expressed, that 
t^e company's failure to comply with 
the termri »uade it null. Congress be- 
ing pu^ of, the way, Attorney-General 
Williams was appealed to for one of 
his opinions. He conveniently deci- 
ded that the failure of a year or two, 
more or rég#, made no difference* 
Postmaster-General Jewell, new to 
the duties of his office, and easily im- 
posed on in matters of routine, baa 
been induced to estimate for the ex- 
tra $500,000 subsidy as if it had been 
earned and G«n. Garfield has reported 
it to Oopgressin the Postal Appropria- 
tion bilL We call upon every friend 
of honesty in public service „to wittch 
•this jobi to rcfiist it from thè outset. 
We are unwilling;' té bétieve that 
either Gov. Jewell or Gen. Garfield 
could have been aware of its nature.

Oorrespondence of the SKITTIKEIÍ. 


MACKINAC, MICH., Aug., 25,1880. 
The Island of Mackinac has become 
a resort of such celebrity that I T>re- 
sume a few lines concerning it will 
not be unwelcome to your readers. 
The island is situated in the middle 
of the Straits of Mackinac, and is a 
rocky promontory rising above the 
water to the height of two hundred 
and twenty feet. In form it is nearly 
oval and in circumference is said to 
measure fifteen miles. The Bay of 
Mackinac is a rounded indention in 
the southern shore of the island, of 
Buch regular contour as to suggest tlie 
Bay of Naples. 
Here is a haven 
of 
safety 
for 
vessels of 
any. 
size or description in the rough- 
est weather, and Ihe occurrence is not 
unfrequent that the heaviest craft is 
moored at the dock in perfect repose, 
while a furious sea rages through the 
straits a thousand feet out. 


Chief among the attractions of the 
place is the fort—a solid structure of 
stone, overlooking the bay at an al ti- 
tude of 200 feet. No tourist fails to 
make a visit to this military establish- 
ment, which is kept with scrupulous 
neatness and system. 


The garrison numbers sixty, whose 
parade at noon of each day is witr 
nessed by numbers of delighted spec- 
tators. Every morning at sunrjse 
and every evening at sunset a gun is 
fined, and for the interval the stars 
and stripes wave above the Island in 
view of all vessels in the straits. 
There is an air of romance about this 
Fort at night, especially on a moon- 
light night, when visitors promenade 
on the village street along the bay, 
and look up at the silent sentinel 
whose dark figure is seen against the 
sky marching back and forward on 
the parapet., i 


In the shade of this Fort and under 
the protection of its guns, and on a 
single street lies the village of Macki- 
nac. Like the Fort, the houses are 
painted or white-washed, presenting 
to the appreaching passenger an at- 
tractive picture, but looking ordinary 
enough on close inspection. Despite 
its isolated position and its high lati- 
tude, its merchants are prosperous, 
and its politics, though as turbulent 
as the sea around it, strongly Demo- 
cratic. As a straw of unusual length, 
I may be permitted to mention that 
in, a population of eight hundred there 
fue but six Republicans. A Hancock 
and EDglish streamer spans the street, 
while the well known portrait of Han- 
cock is omnipresent to the prome- 
nader. It is not derogatory to the 
dominant party that the president 
of 
the 
village is a saloon keep- 
,er, as acquaintance with the villagers 
leveals the, singular paradox that the 
saloon keepers are in the van of the 
liberal-minded and enterprising inha- 
bitants.. It is perhaps superfluous in 
di^issing .the subject of politics to 
.Q^ntíon tbat Hayes' civil serviceorder 
No. 1 is obeyed with the most inflexi- 
ble fidelity. 


tive to the invalid and the pleasure 
seeker. It is, therefore, nqt surpris- 
ing that thd chief inconvenience here 
is tlie lack of accommodations. 
A 
dosen hotels are insufficient for the 
proper entertainment of the crowds 
that come during July ahd August, 
many persons being obliged to make 
terms with flinty old widows, whose 
husbands succumbed many years ago. 
This peculiar state of things has 
given currently to the saying that: 
there are no husbands left in Macki • 
nac after their silver wedding.

However, this is but a trifling con- 
sideration, as people come here to live 
iutiieair and spend butHttlé time 
indoors. 
They are found climbing 
the rocks, picnicking on the beach, or 
sailing on the laké. A very agreeable 
diversion 
is 
to 
ride 
over the 
Island and view the numerous points 
of interest to be seen on top, such as 
Lovei's Leap, Arched B.ock, Sugar 
Loaf, Devil's Kitchen, ete. 
From 
Holmes, the highest point on the 
Island, is a view of wonderful and 
sublime grandeur. 
Here the Specta- 
tor may embrace Lake Michigan to 
his right and Lake Huron to his left, 
and in the same glance look upon 
Point St. Ignace, Cheboygan and Old 
Mackinaw, twelve miles distant; An- 
other favorite trip is to sail down the 
lake fifteen miles to a fishing haunt, 
called the "Chrieux" (the Schnows.) 
This place bears an excellent repu- 
tation for abundant fishing and is, 
therefore, exceedingly enticing. 
But 
I have seen no one who has retiirned 
and given any further evidence of 
success than his own unsteady state- 
ment. 


Among the Fort Wayne represen- 
tatives I have met Mrs. Montgomery 
Hamilton and dau^ters, Mrs. Allen 
Hamilton and daughters, Mr. J. D.

USEFUL TO KNOy^. 


Rose Water.—Procure a glass bottle 
with a wide mouth and ground gla^s 
stopper; fill two-thirds full with de- 
odorized alcohol, and keep adding 
rose leaves until you cannot force 
more into the bottle.

cold. When nearly so shape it into 
the form of corks, egg them, and roil 
them in baked bread crumbs. After 
the lapse of an hour egg and bread- 
crumb them again taking care to pre- 
serve the shape. After a little time 
fry them a nice color in hot lard.
